Searching For Gold In Vessel 
_ Wrecked In’ 1780 

In quest of millions in sunken golg, 
Simon Lake, 70-year-old submarine

“I'm pretty sure I've located the 
wreck,” he said, “but it is buried un- 
der mud. and tar and it may be weeks 
before we strike the hulk itself.” 

The Hussar, a full-rigged 28-gun 
frigate, was wrecked while fleeing 
with money for the redcoat army 
after the American revolutionary 
forces had driven British troops out 
of New York city.

Will Be Largest Amount England 
Has Produced For 300 Years 


“Thtended for the coronation robes 
of King George and other members 
of the royal family, 500,000 miles of 
silk thread is being reeled off from 
cocoons behind ‘the old walls of Lul- 
lingstone Castle at Eynsford. 

This is the first large amount to 
be produced in England since the 
days of King Charles IJ. nearly 300 
years ago. It is the result of the 
latest hatch on the Lullingstone silk

Disease, germs pass out in the 
secretions of the nose and mouth, A 
sneeze casts a germ-laden spray for 
ten feet. If the sneezer covers his 
nose and mouth with a handkerchief, 
‘the danger is practically ended. If 
the desire to sneeze is too sudden to 
allow using the handkerchief, the 
head can at least be lowered and the 
spray directed tothe floor, not into 
other people's faces. 

In addition to those actually ill, 
many persons carry disease germs 
in their nose and throat. People 
with colds continue to go about their 
business.. For these reasons, the 
sneeze may be the means of spread- 
ing disease, and, for these reasons 
also, an end should be put to the 
“open-faced” sneezer. 


Mining Industry Booms 


Average Value Production Nearly 
Million Dollars A Day For 1986 


-Topping all previous records, an 
average value of nearly a million 
dollars: per day for every day during 
19386 was placed on the production of 
Canadian mines and quarries, includ- 
ing metals, fuels, non-metal other 
than fuels and structural materials. 
The year’s output had the record 
value of $360,340,000, an increase of 
15.4 per cent. over 1935. Increases 
in output of many mineral products 
and improved prices for several 
metals combined to make 1936 a 
record year in the mineral produc- 
tion of Canada. 

Production of the metals group 
reached an all-time high of $256,335,- 
000. This was an increase of 16 per 
cent, over 1935 and represented 71 
per cent. of—the value of the total 
mineral production.. Fuels, includ- 
ing coal, natural gas and crude 
petroleum had a value of $61,002,000, 
an increase of 11 per cent. over 1935. 
Non-metallic minerals, other than 
fuels, rose 32 per cent. to $16,553,000 
and structural materials ~gained 15 
per cent. to reach $26,670,000. 

Gold production at 3,720,505 fine 
ounces exceeded the previous record 
output of 1935 by 13 per cent. Nickel 
output at 167,713,000 pounds was a 
record while the production of lead 
and zinc at 377,965,000 and 326,916,- 
000 pounds respectively reached new 
peaks. The output of coal amount- 
ing to 15,052,000 tons was the great- 
est since 1929. Asbestos production 
at 307,596 tons exceéded that of any 
former year. Production of salt was 
at a new high point with 384,149 
tons. Gypsum output totalled 788,- 
287 tons, an improvement over 1935.

and the extent to which a man is mindful of this obligation and heeds it will 
his progress and success in life be measured, 

The statement is axiomatic whether the subject is an employee or em- 
ployer, whether he conducts his own business from an office or store or 
whether he is working for himself on the land. There are many who think 
they can escape direction and avoid responsibility to others by going into 
business for themselves or by taking up land because they think it offers 
them “independence of others.” 


In the industrial world oné meets young fellows whbd seem to think that} 
the only fruit from their labors is what the Boss gets. Either they do not! 
know or do not care about the self-development that comes from tackling | 


problems even where there is né immediate difference to their own pockets. 
They cannot see that in performing their daily tasks they are working 
for the kind of business men they will be in the future. They are working 


for themselves, making their own careers, and being paid for it by another 


man or men. But so long as they remain in the wrong state of mind they 
will likely remain in the same station of life. Bus'ness to them will be 
something that is done by someone else. If they are ever in business for 
themselves it will be without the training that would ensure success. 

' . Some of them do go into business. A few succeed out of sheer neces- 
sity. Some succeed for a time and particularly in times of prosperity but 


most of them fail in the long run because they have not accepted responsi- | 


bility and have gone into business without the self-imposed tra!ning neces- 
sary to ensure success in any line. In other words they have not learned 
to master themselves. : 

Just how much is any man in business his own boss? The grocer, the 
bond dealer and insurance man each knows that the customer is the boss. 
When the employee starts out in business for himself he may learn it was 
easier to satisfy one employer than a hundred. He will learn that the job 
he has undertaken is the boss and that every job, every day, is and will be. 
And he will get his “pay” according to how well he. pleases his “employers.” 

And what is true in the industrial world is equally true for the man on 
the land. He who thinks he is escaping responsibility to fellow men by 
taking up land to raise wheat or beef is making the same mistake as the 
man who goes into business for himself in the hope of pleasing himself and 
following his own dictates. 

The farmer has many bosses and most of them are exacting in their 
demands, The consumer who eats the bread made from the wheat grown 
on his land and the family who consume the farmer’s meat are his bosses, 
even though the farmer may not come into direct contact with them, and his 
income will be determined by. the extent of his ability to cater to their 
palates. When the farmer’s wheat or beef is graded and priced at the ele- 
vator or the abattoir, the grade and the price are based on his ability ‘to 
please his unseen bosses. They determine the bulkiness of his. pay envelope. 

And for the farmer the unseen consumer is not the only boss. There 
4s. another to whom he must look for direction and guidance and that is 
Dame Nature herself, perhaps the most exacting of them all. To ensure 
me: asurable::su e agriculturist must not only please the thousands of 


~“more or less ‘remote consumers whom he supplies but he must bow to the 


i e- of Nature as represented in her seasonal manifestations. 

the man on the land has to learn to work with Nature. 
Aa ae tagonism or even. ‘sipineness towards: her laws will only 
create trouble for himself. He must learn to do things at the right time 


, and in the right way whether inclination leads in that direction or not. In 


other words he must be master*of himself.

So there is t “business for oneself”, either in tiie office or 
the sto’ an escape from responsibility. A nian’s prob- 
lem is he starts:out for himself. More tharY ever be- 


fore he will need the experience he has gained in the service of others, and 
in the case of the farmer it must necessarily be the training he has acquired 
from his father or-his neighbor and from his own observations and deduc- 
tions. Lucky for him has balanced that experience by learning the 
fundamentals of manag nt and finance as well as production. 

Capital alone will not ensure success for, as one authority said, “it is 
not so much what capital a man has as what he does with it.” 

It will take character and determination. Morale. The invisible assets 
that went into the founding of every business that ever became anything 
more than, a mere way of making a living. 

Without them a man weakens under the strain of satisfying a large and 
exacting clientele clamoring for every kind of efficiency in his product. To 


satisfy these legitimate demands means success. Any other course means 
failure.

Cuts Duty On Grain 


Germany 


Tariff On All Imports visible By Use Of This Apparatas 


Has Made Reduction In| Italian Invention Makes Man. In- 


Germany has cut tariffs on grain 
imports sharply. Foreign authorities 
in Berlin questioned whether the 

“move signalled a great increase in 

grain purchases abroad since Ger- 
many maintains a vigorous and de- 
tailed system of control over im- 
ports. 

Effective Jan. 1 the new rates 
amounted to reduction in duty on 
wheat from 94 to 12 cents a bushel, 
on rye from 61 to 10 cents and on 
barley from 52 to nine cents. 

World grain markets in recent 
weeks have been influenced by re- 
ports Germany faced a grain short- 
age and would need at least 1,000,000 
tons of wheat to make up for the de- 
ficiency. Accounts of German grain

Engineer Mario Mancini of Milan, 
Italy, was reported ready to offer the 
world an electro-optical apparatus 
which makes man invisible while un- 
der its rays.

Japan Short Of Oil 


Has Plan For Production Of 1,500,000 
Tons From Coal 

The Japanese army and navy have 
come forward with programs calling 
for the creation of a $30,000,000 com- 
pany to produce 1,500,000 tons of oil 
a year from coal during the next five 
years, 

The coal from which this oil is to 
be squeezed is expected to be obtain- 
ed from mines in Japan and terri- 
tories under Japanese influence or 
control. 

While it produces both oil and| 
coal, Japan proper does not possess 
etiher of these minerals in sufficient| 
quantity or of such quality as to 
meet its actual or potential needs in 
peace or war. 

And that is why it was anxious to 
secure in Manchuria a dependable 
supply of coal and oil-bearing shale. 

The economic interpretation of his- 
tory finds strong support in the 
efforts of underprivileged Japan to 
make itself economically independent 
of other powers, which might try to 
starve it into submission. 

At the same time Japan’s desper- 
ate efforts to make itself economic- 
ally independent reveal the disad- 
vantage under which it would now

TreseCanade Air Route 


Windsor May Be. The Terminus Of 
An Important Feeder Line 

Although government officials would 
not comment on the possibility, 
Windsor, Ont,, is understood to be un- 
der consideration as the terminus of 
an important feeder line for the 
trans-Canada air route to be inaugur- 
ated July 1. 

Tentative plans are believed to en- 
visage flights leaving Toronto at 9 
pm. and Montreal at 8 p.m. for 
Emsdale, about 30 miles south of 
North Bay, Ont. One of the planes, 
probably that from Toronto, would 
continue westward, arriving in Win- 
nipeg at an early morning hour, then 
proceeding to Vancouver, reaching 
the coast in the early afternoon. 

The other plane would remain over- 
night at Emsdale, pick up mail from 
the west and carry it to Toronto or 
Montreal. The question of flying over 
the Rockies at night would have to 
be cons'dered on the eastward flight | 
from Vancouver but if mail could be 
started from the coast fairly early 
in the afternoon, this difficulty would 
be overcome.

Canadian Quota Not Filled 


Shipments Of Dairy Cows And 
Cream To U.S. Were Small 

Quotas on cattle, calves and seed 
potatoes under the Canada-United| 
States trade agreement were ex- 
hausted prior to Nov. 30, but quotas! 
on dairy cows and cream were far 
from exhausted. 

Under the treaty, reductions in 
duty were granted by the United 
States subject to quot# limitations 
on imports, The department of trade 
and commerce released an official 
statement based on records of the! 
United States government showing 
Canadian exports of the products sub- 
ject to quota. 

On dairy cows a quota was fixed 
of 20,000 head and the duty reduc- 
tion was 50 per cent. Up to Nov. 28 
Canada had shipped 5,780 head or 
28.9 per cent. of the quota. 

Shipments of cream under the re- 
duced duty were small. The quota 
was 1,500,000 gallons and the duty 
reduction. from 56 6-10 per gallon to 
35 cents. Up to the end of ‘November 
Canadian shipments amounted to 35,- 
194 gallons.

The space of one foot, to be filled 
with sawdust, should be left between 
the ice and the boards) and the ice 
should be covered with about the 
same thickness of sawdust. It is the 
sawdust which keeps the ice from 
melting. 

The drier the sawdust, the better 
the ice will keep, and it is a good 
plan to throw out the driest of the 
sawdust from time fo time as the 
ice is being removed during the sum- 
mer. Under cover this sawdust will 
continue to dry out and thus be in a 
better cond'tion to be used again in

Cavorting Sea Serpents 


Are Nothing More Than King-Her- 
ring, Says Expert 

An explanation for Cadborosaurus, 
the cavorting sea serpent of British 
Columbia, and all other sea serpents, 
was put forward, by Percy Barnhart, 
curator of the biological collection 
at the Scripps Institution of Ocean- 
ograph, at La Jolla, California. He 
claims the sea serpents are nothing 
more than common king-herring. 

The king-herring is a long, ribbon- 
like fish that lives in the deep sea, 
The body is very slender and of 
.great size, sometimes reaching a 
length of 20 or 30 feet. Its sinuous, 
snake-like ‘motion while swimming 
makes it an excellent double for the 
traditional sea serpent, as does its 
head, which is adorned by a _ bony 
crest,. The body.is fragile,-resembling 
jelly, and its bones are very light 
and thin.

Facts About Flax 


One Type Cultivated For Fibre And 
Other Type For Seed 

Two types of flax are produced in 
Canada, One type is cultivated for 
the production of fibre as used in the 
manufacture of linen; the other type 
is grown for the production of flax- 
seed from which linseed oil is ex- 
tracted, The flax plant is the source 
of both these types which are culti- 
vated according to whether the seed 
or the fibre is the principal product 
desired. Fibre flax has longer straw 
and fewer branches and is more suit- 
ed to moist climates. It is grown 
chiefly for fibre in Ontario and Que- 
bec, 

The seed flax type has shorter 
straw, branches freely, and is more 
suited to a moderately dry sunny

Rapid Advancement Made In System 
Of Hog Rail Grading 

Rail or carcass grading of hogs,| 
which is purely voluntary on the part 
of producers, is rapidly gaining in 
popularity in Canada, Rail grading 
has been in operation in Ontario, 
Quebec, and the Maritime provinces 
since 1935, and was introduced in the 
prairie provinces during the present 
year. The system has made rapid 
advancement; to date more than 80,- 
000 hogs have been sold under it in 
the prairie provinces alone, During 
the first forty weeks of 1935 approxi- 
mately 71,000 hogs were rail graded 
and during the corresponding period 
of 1986 over 240,000 hogs were con- 
signed for sale under this method by 
farmers in the prairie provinces, On- 
tario, Quebec and the Maritime.

Based On Old Law 


Nova Scotia Police Officials Convict- 
ed Under 500-Year-Old Statute 

Basing his decision on a _ statute 
passed in 13881—during the reign of 
Richard II. of England—Judge Neil 
R. MacArthur convicted five city of 
Sydney officials of forcible entry and 
imposed fines of one dollar each or 
one day in jail. 

Convicted of the charge, preferred 
by Charles Rowe, former Sydney 
policeman, were Chief of Police W. R. 
Tracey, Police Constables M. B, Mac-

two carpenters, George Whent and 
Duncan MacKay. A similar charge 
against Chief Magistrate Mayor S. E. 
Muggah had previously been dis- 
missed by a grand jury. 

Judge MacArthur, in his six-page 
decision, found the Rowe family, had 
moved into a house in 1934 on the 
death of the grandmother of Mrs. 
Rowe, former lessee from the Ad-

The hogs are then 
slaughtered and weighed individually 
to the exact pound. An inspector of 
the live stock branch of the Domin- 
ion department of agriculture then 
grades the hogs on the killing floor, 
and the final payment is made on the 
basis of that grade.

Latest Type Dairy Barn 


Building Designed To Provide Hy- 
gienic Production Of Milk 

G. Shermin Haxton of Oakfield, 
is supervising construction of what 
he describes as the largest dairy 
barn in New York State. 

Built of tile, the barn when com- 
pleted in April will provide accom- 
modations for 800 cows with a floor 
space of 28,900 square feet. 

“T can’t tell you how much it will 
cost,” Haxton, a Rochester and Oak- 
field businessman, said. 

The building is designed not only 
to make the life of “bossy” one of 
comparative luxury and ease, but to 
provide for the hygienic production 
of milk. 

The cows will be made comfort- 
able in all seasons through a system 
of forced ventilation and heating. 
The milk will be drawn from the 
cow by a vacuum system directly 
into a storage tank and from there 
through the pasteurizing unit into 
the bottles. No air or hands will 
touch the milk before it is bottled, 
Haxton said.

Seed Potatoes 
In Good Demand 


Certified seed potatoes have been 
moving out very freely since harvest 
and prospects for future sales are 
good. The movement started in 
Nova Scotia as early as the third 
week in August and has continued 
from the Maritime Provinces more 
or less steadily all fall, mostly for 
export to foreign destinations, and 
principally to the United States, 
Cuba, Bermuda, Britsh West Indies, 
Panam and Argentina. 

The movement reached its peak 
in Prince Edward Island in Novem- 
ber and a total of approximately 
400,000 bushels ofcertified seed from 
the 1936 crop ‘was moved to Dec. 1. 
There is, however, about sufficient
